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Playing  with  fire 

Mr  David  Ennals,  Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services, 
seems  determined  to  play  a  Nero  role  by  fiddling  with 
words  while  the  NHS  pharmaceutical  service  burns.  His 
latest  epistle  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  (p486),  in  which  he  again  rejects  arbitration  as 
a  means  of  resolving  the  present  dispute  over  chemist 
contractors'  profit  margin,  bears  the  hallmark  of  a  "delaying 
tactic"  and  contractors — not  to  mention  patients — must 
hope  that  Mr  Ennals  will  not  continue  to  play  with  fire  until 
it  becomes  impossible  to  rescue  anything  worthwhile  from 
the  ashes. 

The  Secretary  of  State's  view  is  that  the  new  differential 
on-cost  scheme  should  be  seen  in  operation  "over  the 
coming  year."  He  argues  that  there  may  be  no  recourse  to 
arbitration  until  it  is  known  whether  "the  present  level  of 
NHS  remuneration — in  its  redistributed  form — is  adequate 
to  sustain  the  network  of  dispensing  outlets.  "  And  if  it  is  not 
(as  PSNC  claims,  with  considerable  justification)?  Mr 
Ennals  is  mute,  but  we  can  tell  him  that  while  he  watches 
and  monitors  and  assesses,  the  "coming  year"  will  have 
been  the  "final  year"  for  another  unacceptably  large  slice 
of  the  service. 

Mr  Ennals  concedes  in  one  part  of  his  letter  that  the 
profit  margin  claim  is  distinct  from  the  redistribution  issue, 
but  he  goes  on  to  imply  that  no  progress  may  be  made  on 
the  one  until  the  effect  of  the  other  is  known.  Does  he  really 
believe,  then,  that  differential  on-cost  will  give  most 
contractors  16  per  cent  return  on  capital  and  that  16  per 
cent  is  today  sufficient  to  provide  a  proper  professional 
remuneration  for  the  pharmacist  and  an  adequate  return  on 
the  money  he  has  invested  in  the  business?  Surely  not — so 
to  use  redistribution  as  an  excuse  for  not  putting  the 
Department  of  Health's  case  to  the  test  of  arbitration  must 
be  regarded  as  prevarication. 

If  the  Department  will  not  listen  to  contractors,  will  it 
hear  the  voice  of  the  public?  The  PSNC  clearly  hopes  so 
because  as  we  go  to  press  the  Committee  is  initiating  a 
new  publicity  campaign,  starting  with  a  Press  conference. 

This  time,  however,  the  campaign  will  involve  the 
individual  contractor  in  explaining  the  plight  of  the  service 
to  his  own  customers  and  patients.  Although  details  were 
not  available  on  Wednesday,  posters  for  display  in 
pharmacies,  and  leaflets  to  hand  out,  were  part  of  the 
programme.  But  with  Mr  Ennals  having  shown  himself  a 
difficult  man  to  impress — 260  MPs'  signatures  on  the  early 
day  motion  were  not  enough — the  rank-and-file  contractors' 
response  must  be  more  than  passive.  This  is  a  campaign 
that  must  be  taken  to  the  people,  or  it  will  be  lost.  The 
prize  is  to  hear  the  Secretary  of  State  fiddling  not  a  tune 
composed  by  the  Treasury,  but  that  "by  popular  request" 
number — a  healthy  pharmaceutical  service. 
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PSNC  seeks  public 
support  after  new 
arbitration  snub 


An  "intensive  publicity  campaign"  is  to 
be  mounted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices Negotiating  Committee  following 
a  further  refusal  by  Mr  David  Ennals, 
Secretary  for  Social  Services,  to  con- 
sider arbitration  over  the  PSNC  claim 
for  an  increase  in  profit  margin. 

The  Committee  decided  to  hold  a 
Press  conference  on  Wednesday  this  week 
and  to  produce  posters  for  display  in 
pharmacies  and  leaflets  for  distribution 
from  pharmacies,  both  drawing  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  the  issues  in- 
volved. 

PSNC  wrote  to  Mr  Ennals  after  his 
first  rejection  last  month  {C&D,  March 
11,  p338)  asking  him  to  reconsider  the 
matter.  Mr  Ennals  latest  letter  reads: 

"In  the  Annex  to  my  letter  of  Feb- 
ruary 28  I  responded  in  detail  to  the 
arguments  which  your  Committee  had 
deployed  in  support  of  your  claim  and 
I  sought  to  demonstrate  that,  on  the 
basic  issue  of  recognising  capital  invest- 
ment, the  present  rate  of  16  per  cent,  on 
a  strict  comparison  with  the  rates 
accorded  to  other  Government  con- 
tractors, was  more  than  adequate.  Your 
letter  makes  no  reference  to  the  sub- 
stance of  these  arguments  and,  quite 
apart  from  other  considerations,  I  should 
have  thought  that  it  would  be  premature 
to  have  recourse  to  arbitration  before 
you  had  set  out  the  grounds  on  which 
you  find  the  arguments  unacceptable. 

On-cost  scheme  not  relevant? 

"Moreover,  while  I  appreciate  that 
the  claim  is  distinct  from  the  question 
of  distribution  of  pharmacists'  remun- 
eration, I  cannot  agree  that  the  recent 
introduction  of  a  differential  on-cost 
system  of  payment  has  no  relevance  to 
the  claim.  The  'appalling  imbalance'  (as 
you  yourself  described  it)  of  the  old  flat- 
rate  system  of  on-cost  led  to  such  wide 
variations  that  the  average  16  per  cent 
figure  had  virtually  no  meaning  for  the 
individual  pharmacist.  The  fact  is  that 
many  pharmacists  got  much  less  than 
16  per  cent  on  their  capital,  while  others 
got  significantly  more.  The  question  of 
distribution  is  in  fact  highly  relevant  to 
the  main  issue  which  I  have  to  con- 
sider— namely  whether  payment  for  NHS 
dispensing  as  a  whole  is  sufficient  to 
maintain  an  adequate  dispensing  service 
for  patients.  Although  closure  in  recent 
years  has  not  caused  serious  difficulties 
for  patients  and  cannot  be  attributed 
solely  or  mainly  to  the  level  of  NHS  re- 
muneration, the  fact  that  the  smaller 
pharmacies  were  being  under-remuner- 


ated for  their  NHS  work  under  the  flat- 
rate  system  made  them  increasingly  vul- 
nerable and,  clearly,  any  further  sub- 
stantial decline  in  the  number  of 
pharmacies  might  well  endanger  the  net- 
work of  services.  Now  that  we  have 
agreed  on  the  introduction  of  the  new 
differential  on-cost  system,  it  is  only 
right  in  my  view  that  we  should"  wait  for 
it  to  become  fully  operational  in  order 
to  assess  whether  the  present  level  of 
NHS  remuneration — in  its  redistributed 
form — is  adequate  to  sustain  the  net- 
work of  dispensing  outlets. 

"As  I  have  already  made  clear,  I  do 
not  rule  out  arbitration  in  principle.  But 
I  do  not  think  that  it  would  be  reason- 
able to  go  to  arbitration  when  we  have 
not  had  time  to  judge  the  practical  effect 
of  the  new  and  fairer  system  of  distribu- 
tion on  which  we  have  agreed.  This  is 
designed  to  bring  all  pharmacists  much 
closer  to  the  16  per  cent  average  rate 
of  return  on  their  investment.  In  my 
view,  before  there  is  any  question  of 
recourse  to  arbitration  we  ought  to  see 
how  these  new  arrangements  work  out 
in  practice  over  the  coming  year." 

This  negative 
approach  is  not 
applied  to  other 
contractors' 

The  Committee  has  replied  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  as  follows:  "The  Com- 
mittee is  glad  to  note  your  clear  accept- 
ance that  the  claim  for  an  increased  pro- 
fit margin  on  NHS  dispensing  is  distinct 
from  the  question  of  distribution  of 
pharmacists'  remuneration.  The  Com- 
mittee is,  however,  unable  to  reconcile 
this  statement  with  your  contention  that 
the  introduction  of  a  differential  on-cost 
system  of  payment  has  relevance  to  the 
claim.  The  agreement  concerning  the 
introduction  of  differential  on-cost  re- 
lates solely  to  the  reallocation  of  existing 
funds  between  chemist  contractors  whilst 
the  profit  margin  claim  is  directed  to- 
wards increasing  the  total  funds  available 
for  distribution  to  support  the  pharma- 
ceutical service. 

"Even  assuming  an  accurate  reimburse- 
ment of  costs  to  each  contractor,  the 
profit  margin  paid  on  each  NHS  pre- 


scription remains  at  a  continuing  and 
inadequate  level  equivalent  to  a  return 
of  16  per  cent  on  capital  and  for  this 
reason  the  question  of  distribution  can 
only  be  regarded  as  a  separate  matter. 

"You  claim  that  the  main  issue  which 
you  have  to  consider  is  whether  payment 
for  NHS  dispensing  as  a  whole  is  suffi- 
cient to  maintain  an  adequate  dispensing 
service  for  patients.  It  would  therefore 
appear  that  in  your  view  the  determin- 
ing factor  in  setting  the  level  of  NHS 
remuneration  is  the  provision  of  funds 
compatible  with  an  acceptable  rate  of 
pharmacy  closure.  This  negative 
approach  to  remuneration  is  not  applied 
to  other  groups  of  workers  and  the 
Committee  believes  that  you  should  not 
seek  to  discriminate  against  chemist  con- 
tractors by  the  imposition  of  onerous 
contract  terms. 

"The  Committee  has  noted  the  Annex 
to  your  letter  of  28th  February  which 
substantially  constitutes  a  repetition  of 
arguments  set  out  in  previous  correspon- 
dence and  upon  which  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  reach  agreement". 

Mr  Ennals  'is 
afraid  of  an 
independent 
judgment' 

Mr  Bob  Woi^by,  PSNC  chairman,  told 
Wednesday's  Press  conference  that  indus- 
trial action  to  the  detriment  of  the  public 
normally  precedes  a  Government  appeal 
for  sensible  resort  to  arbitration. 

"Chemists  are  detemined  if  at  all 
possible  to  avoid  harming  sick  patients  in 
this  way  and  are  entirely  wiUing  to  accept 
the  decision  of  an  independent  body  as  to 
the  justice  of  their  case." 

Mr  Worby  added  that  Mr  Ennals  must 
realise  he  had  treated  chemists  unfairly — 
and  so  is  afraid  of  an  independent  judg- 
ment. Other  groups  having  a  contractual 
relationship  with  the  NHS  could  use  the 
Review  Body  procedure  but  chemists 
had  no  such  facility,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  Government  is  effectively  a  monopoly 
employer. 

Asked  for  more  details  of  the  publicity 
campaign  Mr  David  Coleman,  a  member 
of  PSNC,  said  that  the  posters  for  display 
in  pharmacies  would  carry  a  message 
along  the  lines  of  "If  you  value  your 
chemist,  we  need  your  support".  The 
posters  and  leaflets — available  in  the  next 
two  or  three  weeks — would  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  claim  and  would  ask  the 
public  to  write  to  their  MPs  pressing  'for 
arbitration. 

Pressed  on  sanctions,  he  said  that  phar- 
macy was  not  a  profession  that  could  just 
down  tools  and  go  on  strike.  There  was  a 
special  relationship  with  customers  and 
patients  and  he  believed  Mr  Ennals  was 
taking  advantage  for  that  reason.  The 
PSNC  is  refusing  to  give  a  "deadline"  to 
Mr  Ennals  over  ai'bitration. 
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Increased  container 
allowance 


Further  claims  to  be 
put  to  Department 


The  PSNC  decided  to  lodge  the  follow- 
ing new  claims: 

Rota  fees:  For  an  increase  from  August 
1,  1978. 

Oxygen  therapy  service:  For  a  revised 
scale  of  hire  rental  and  professional  fees 
to  reflect  any  increase  in  the  costs  of 
oxygen  therapy  equipment  and  the  in- 
crease in  labour  costs  and  travelling  ex- 
penses involved  in  delivering  sets  and 
cylinders  to  patients. 

Proprietor  pharmacist's  notional  salary: 
For  a  10  per  cent  increase  effective  from 
January  1,  1978.  The  Department  is  to 
be  pressed  for  a  "re-opener"  clause 
whereby  the  parties  will  re-open  negotia- 
tions if  within  twelve  months  of  the 
agreement  the  increase  in  the  rate  of 
inflation  exceeds  the  value  of  the  salary 
increase  provided  for  in  the  agreement 
and  the  living  standards  of  pharmacist 
proprietors  become  eroded  thereby.  It 
was  agreed  that  a  claim  to  reflect  in- 
creased productivity  be  submitted  to  the 
Department. 

The  Committee  considered  the  pos- 
sible alternative  methods  by  which  the 
£4im  due  on  account  of  the  findings  of 
the  net  ingredient  cost  adjustment  factor 
inquiry  could  be  repaid  to  pharmacist 
contractors.  As  the  discounting  of  net 
ingredient  costs  is  dealt  with  outside  the 
general  balance  sheet  method  of  pay- 
ment and  is  deducted  from  chemist  con- 
tractors according  to  the  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  during  a  month,  it 
was  agreed  that  representations  should 
be  made  to  the  Department  that  this  sum 
of  money  be  repaid  by  discontinuing  the 
discounting  of  net  ingredient  costs  until 
the  £4Tm  had  been  recovered  by  phar- 
macist contractors. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  agreeing  to  the  Com- 
mittee's representations  that  the  grant 
for  pre-registration  trainee  pharmacists 
be  increased  from  £1,000  to  £1,100.  The 
Committee  approved  the  draft  FPN  to 
be  sent  to  pharmacist  contractors  inform- 
ing them  of  this  agreement. 

A  scheme  for  the  payment  of  retire- 
ment gratuities  to  pharmacist  contrac- 
tors is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment. It  was  reported  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  had  appointed  Mr  S.  R.  Axon 
and  Mr  G.  Knowles  to  the  Prescrip- 
tion Pricing  Authority  under  its  new 
constitution. 

Clothier  favoured 

It  was  reported  that,  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  (March  22),  38  replies  had  been 
received  from  LPCs  and  that  of  these 
35  recommended  acceptance  and  three 
non-acceptance  of  the  proposals  in  the 
Clothier  Committee  report.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  GMSC  had  agreed  to  the 
extension  of  the  present  "standstill"  for 


a  further  six  months  until  October  1978. 

The  Committee  received  a  report  of 
the  meeting  at  the  Department  of  Health 
held  to  consider  additional  information 
which  might  be  given  to  patients  about 
their  prescribed  medicines.  It  had  been 
decided  to  set  up  a  working  party,  con- 
sisting principally  of  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  professions  together  with 
consumer  interests,  to  consider  the  matter 
further. 

Opposition  to  data  panel 

The  Committee  considered  a  letter 
from  Taylor  Nelson  (Medical  &  Social 
Surveys)  Ltd  requesting  pharmacists  to 
join  a  panel  of  chemists  who  provide 
manufacturers  with  data  in  order  that 
they  can  forecast  demand  and  plan  their 
production  capacities.  The  Committee 
reiterated  its  opposition  to  such  schemes 
and  agreed  that  a  note  should  be  in- 
cluded in  the  NHS  Newsletter  advising 
pharmacist  contractors  of  the  Com- 
mittee's view. 

PSNC  accepted  an  invitation  from  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  discuss  the  Society's  proposals  for 
pharmacist  participation  in  post-market- 
ing surveillance  schemes. 

The  Committee  received  a  letter  from 
an  LPC  seeking  its  views  on  whether 
representations  should  be  made  to  the 
Department  that  eye  donor  cards  should 
be  sent  to  pharmacies  for  distribution  in 
a  similar  way  to  the  present  kidney  donor 
cards.  The  Committee  agreed  that,  for 
the  present,  representations  on  this  matter 
should  not  be  made  to  the  Department. 

The  Committee  decided  that  phar- 
macist Secretaries  from  three  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  in  England/ 
Wales  be  invited  to  attend,  as  observers, 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  PSNC  com- 
mencing with  the  May  meeting.  Where 
a  secretary  was  not  a  pharmacist  the 
chairman  would  be  invited. 


The  dispensing  container  allowance  has 
been  raised  to  2.8p  per  prescription 
following  agreement  between  the  Phar- 
maceutical Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee and  the  Department  of  Health. 
The  new  rate  will  apply  to  all  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  on  or  after  March  1. 

About  8,000  entries 
for  Unichem 
competition 

The  number  of  entries  received  by 
Unichem  for  their  "Castaway  prices" 
competition  had  reached  about  8,000  by 
the  Easter  weekend. 

Mr  Peter  Dodd,  Unichem's  managing 
director,  is  pleased  with  the  response  and 
told  C&D  he  expects  entries  now  to 
come  "flooding  in"  as  the  closing  date  is 
April  15.  On  the  entry  form  is  a  space 
for  the  chemist  to  put  his  stamp  as  proof 
of  purchase  of  products  in  the  com- 
petition; Mr  Dodd  said  that  120  forms 
had  been  received  stamped  by  Boots  or 
Co-op  pharmacies. 

AHA  'optimistic'  on 
Stowmarket  health 
centre  pharmacy 

After  a  meeting  between  chemists  and 
Suffolk  Area  Health  Authority  last  week 
concerning  the  Stowmarket  health  centre 
pharmacy,  the  area  general  admini- 
strator, Mr  Baines,  was  optimistic  that  a 
consortium  would  be  formed. 

A  local  Press  report  had  suggested 
chemists  might  refuse  to  form  a  con- 
sortium because  they  had  turned  down 
the  idea  three  years  before.  However, 
Mr  Baines  felt  the  climate  had  changed 
and  the  chemists'  views  would  be  known 
within  a  few  weeks.  It  is  understood  that 
representatives  from  Boots,  Savory  and 
Moore  and  Stearn  Bros  attended  the 
meeting.  If  agreement  is  reached  a 
pharmacy  should  be  built  in  the  health 
centre  as  soon  as  possible.

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Independents  'should 
offer  specialist  goods' 


Recent  trading  developments  suggest  the 
traditional  independent  retail  chemist 
could  eventually  be  doomed  to  extinction. 
The  strategy  to  be  adopted  therefore  is 
to  offer  what  large  multiples  and  super- 
markets do  not  or  cannot  offer — sell 
specialist  or  exclusive  merchandise  and 
increase  the  emphasis  on  high  profit,  low 
bulk  items.  Above  all,  the  independent 
should  strive  to  reduce  his  "precarious 
dependence"  on  National  Health  Service 
revenue  by  increasing  retail  sales.  That 
advice  is  contained  in  "A  cure  for 
chemists'"  by  Dollar  Rae  Ltd,  the 
Glasgow  shopfltters. 

The  study  is  subtitled  "How  indepen- 
dent retail  pharmacists  can  increase  turn- 
over and  profits"  and  points  out  the 
competition  faced  by  the  independent 
with  suggestions  to  overcome  it.  More 
and  more  chemists,  it  says,  are  seeking  to 
decrease  the  proportion  of  turnover  from 
NHS  and  increase  the  amount  of  general 
merchandise.  But  it  is  in  that  market  that 
multiples  and  drugstores  are  competing, 
offering  lower  prices  by  bulk  purchase. 
The  independent  chemist's  photographic 
trade  is  being  squeezed  by  the  develop- 
ment of  centralised  film  processing  com- 
panies which  seek  other  outlets.  The 
outlook  is  bleak  and  many  have,  in  effect, 
written  off  the  future  of  their  businesses. 
Yet  such  a  degree  of  gloom  is  not  always 
justified,  Dollar  Rae  say. 

In  seeking  new  objectives  the  indepen- 
dent needs  a  detailed  programme  of 
change,  covering  stock,  merchandising, 
layout,  and  the  development  of  a  new 
image  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  rapidly 
changing  market.  Areas  for  re-appraisal 
are  the  nature  of  the  market;  stocking 
policy;  change  of  location;  storage  to 
sales  area  ratio;  display;  layout;  customer 
flow;  service;  role  of  staff;  decor. 

The  study  says  the  chemist  tends  to 
'be  conservative  in  trading,  having  a  cer- 
tain distaste  for  the  brasher  commer- 
cialism. The  instinct  may  be  correct  but 
its  translation  into  retail  trading  may  be 
grievously  wrong.  Standing  and  integrity 
need  not  be  threatened.  Dollar  Rae 
suggest.  The  study  is  available  free  from 
Dollar  Rae  Ltd,  47  Haggs  Road,  Glasgow. 

RPM-the  cure  as  bad 
as  the  disease? 

Resale  price  maintenance  may  have  had 
its  faults  but  with  its  abolition  one  is 
left  wondering  if  the  cure  isn't  at  least 
as  bad  as  the  disease,  writes  Mr  G. 
Hanson,  director,  Hansco  Ltd,  in  a  letter 
to  The  Times  last  week. 

Before  the  abolition  of  RPM  in  1964 
he  worked  for  a  large  housewares  manu- 
facturer. 

"In  those  days",  he  writes,  "the  stan- 
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dard  profit  margin  for  the  retail  hard- 
ware trade  was  33}  per  cent  and  for  the 
electrical  trade  25  per  cent.  Those  mar- 
gins are  higher  now  and  indeed  few 
retailers  could  exist  today  on  such  tight 
margins.  And  yet  we  constantly  see 
'offers"  that  appear  to  give  away  amounts 
greater  than  the  retailers"  supposed  pro- 
fit margins.  As  the  retailers  concerned 
do  not  go  bankrupt  in  the  process  (far 
from  it!  )  it  is  obvious  that  the  'recom- 
mended' price  is  set  artificially  high. 

"The  plain  fact  is  that  in  any  trade 
retailers  need  a  certain  minimum  aver- 
age profit  margin  to  enable  them  to  sur- 
vive— and  manufacturers  and  distribu- 
tors will — indeed  must — so  arrange  the 
price  structure  to  enable  the  retail  trade 
to  achieve  this.  There  is  nothing  wrong 
in  that.  What  is  wrong  with  the  present 
system  is  that  no  one  knows  how  the 
price  structure  is  arrived  at  or  how  the 
calculations  are  made.  No  wonder  people 
feel  they  are  being  'conned'." 

RPM  at  least  had  the  merit  of  being 
fair  in  that  one  could  be  certain  of  pay- 
ing the  same  price  for  an  article  in  Pen- 
zance. Preston  or  Perth,  he  adds. 

Three  years  jail  for 
'fake  pharnnacist' 

Mr  Sydney  Duncan  Noble,  who  halted 
a  three-day  trial  by  changing  his  plea  to 
guilty,  on  three  deception  charges  was 
sentenced  to  prison  for  three  years  at 
Derby  Crown  Court  last  week.  Mr  Noble 
had  posed  as  a  pharmacist  to  an  elderly 
couple  (C&D.  March  18,  p379)  and  had 
obtained  tablets  and  a  medicine  bottle. 
He  had  obtained  money  from  two  other 
elderly  women  by  posing  as  a  doctor's 
assistant  and  Social  Security  employee. 

Overdose  death 

An  Edgware  pharmacist  inexplicably 
killed  himself  by  taking  a  barbiturate 
overdose,  an  inquest  at  Hornsey  Cor- 
oner's Court  heard  last  week. 

Keith  Gatford,  28,  of  12  Albany 
Crescent,  Edgware,  was  found  dead  in 
bed  on  February  27.  Mrs  Irene  Gatford 
said  before  his  death  her  son  had  been 
agitated  over  negotiations  involving  sell- 
ing his  house  and  buying  another  one. 

However,  although  he  made  it  clear 
in  a  note  that  he  intended  to  kill  him- 
self, there  was  no  reason  given,  said 
the  coroner,  Dr  David  Paul.  Dr  Paul 
recorded  a  verdict  that  Mr  Gatford 
killed  himself. 

Mrs  Gatford  said  her  son  was  living 
with  her  during  the  negotiations  over 
moving  his  house.  He  had  been  agitated 
but  rational  right  up  until  his  death.  He 
went  to  bed  at  10.30  pm  on  February 


26  and  in  the  morning  she  could  not 
wake  him  when  she  took  in  a  cup  of 
tea.  She  called  the  emergency  services. 
Dr  Albert  Goonitileke,  the  pathologist, 
said  the  cause  of  death  was  barbiturate 
poisoning. 

Mrs  Audrey  Anderson,  of  Brockley 
Grove,  Brentford,  a  director  of  the  firm 
Mr  Gatford  worked  for,  said  he  had  no 
problems  professionally.

April  foolishness 

Schlurp  Medical  Inc  announced  their  arrival  in  this  country  last  week 
with  the  introduction  of  their  new  formula  product  Hyper-con-triak. 
Designed  to  speed  the  work  of  doctors  busy  with  the  two-minute 
NHS  consultation,  it  is  a  mixture  of  mono,  moto,  and  bicyclic 
compounds  whose  main  effect  is  on  the  automotive  nervous  system. 
After  exhaustive  testing  it  was  approved  as  safe  for  Dunlop  (Michelin 
and  Goodyear,  1968). 

Hyper-con-triak  is  indicated  for  the  treatment  of  vox  populi  and 
diagnosis  uncertus.  Side  effects  are  rare  but  have  been  reported  as 
irritability  and  impatience  with  the  slow  release  capsules  and 
excessive  euphoria  with  the  instant  release  capsules.  Contraindicated 
only  in  cases  of  medicus  diligens  and  rigor  mortis,  Hyper-con-triak 
is  available  as  small  white  tablets  1  n.u.  (nausea  unit),  large  pink 
tablets  5  n.u.,  slow  release  capsules  10  n.u.,  instant  release  capsules 
2  n.u.  (each)  packed  in  10's  and  1000's  (average  course  of  treatment 
25  dosage  units).  Also  in  liquid  form,  diabetic  mixture  one  litre,  syrup 
two  litres,  and  bougies  and  suppositories  for  those  patients  who 
require  them.  Patient  treatment  cost  is  estimated  as  less  than  30p  per 
day  (Ennals  and  Scrooge,  1978). 

Welcome  step 

The  product,  which  was  launched  to  the  medical  profession  earlier 
this  month,  is  viewed  as  a  welcome  step  towards  computer  treatment 
in  the  up-to-date  practice  and  will  join  the  growing  number  of  products 
whose  indications  are  self  evident — such  as  Lobak,  Rheumat,  and 
triptasole  (the  latter  for  patients  with  clumsy  feet) .  This  will  ease  the 
work  of  busy  receptionists,  particularly  in  the  doctor  dispensing 
practice.  It  is  expected  that  sales  will  peak  rapidly  and  that  all 
chemists  will  hold  large  stocks. 

I  seem  to  remember  being  informed  of  a  number  of  such  products 
over  the  years,  often  via  a  script  written  while  the  salesman's  surgery 
chair  was  still  warm  and  before  anyone  had  done  me  the  courtesy  of 
letting  me  know.  They  always  make  me  wonder — just  whose  April 
fool  am  I? 

Leadership 

Like  Mr  La  Frenais  of  Folkestone  (letters  March  25)  my  impressions  of 
pharmaceutical  politics  and  power  are  derived  from  what  I  read  in  our 
trade  Press;  indeed,  I  was  originally  asked  to  write  this  column  because 
I  have  no  position  even  at  branch  level  but  am  exasperated  enough  to  try 
to  throw  up  ideas  to  secure  our  futures.  And  so  I  am  grateful  that  at  least 
one  other  pharmacist  can  follow  my  drift  to  the  point  of  expressing, 
perhaps  better  than  I,  similar  views  on  how  we  should  support  our 
chairman  of  PSNC  in  his  task  of  fighting  for  a  better  deal.  I  think  we  are 
on  the  right  lines,  but  this  is  only  the  first  step  in  strengthening  ourselves 
ready  to  pursue  a  more  militant  strategy.

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Security 

Retail  security  affects  all  types  of  shops  and  Benn  Business  Promotions  Ltd, 
a  sister  company  of  Benn  Publications  Ltd,  publishers  of  C&D,  held  a 
conference  on  the  subject  this  week.

PROTECTION  OF 
SHOP  PREMISES 


by  G.  M.  Hasler,  security  consultant 

The  physical  protection  of  goods  apphes 
at  all  times.  The  most  fundamental 
example  is  the  shop  window  display, 
where  the  degree  of  physical  protection 
applied  to  the  glass  area  will  depend  on 
the  possibility  of  smash-and-grab  attack. 

However,  when  the  premises  are  closed 
the  difficulties  arc  much  less  complex 
than  when  the  public  and  staff  are 
moving  around  the  premises,  but  it  is 
the  period  when  the  villain  can  take 
his  time  and  perhaps  make  use  of  the 
dark.  The  importance  of  proper  and 
adequate  insurance  cover  cannot  be  over- 
emphasised, but  there  is  need  to  be  sure 
of  all  the  conditions.  For  example, 
insurance  cover  does  not  usually  exist 
if  the  alarm  was  not  on  or  keys  have 
been  left  somewhere  on  the  premises 
when  a  break-in  takes  place. 

The  statistics  of  hreak-ins  are  horrify- 


ing and  not  improving.  But  we  do  little 
until  we  ourselves  are  attacked  or  the 
insurance  company  forces  us  to  install 
protection.  Unattended  property — partic- 
ularly retail  shops  of  all  kinds  after 
closing  hours — are  considered  "fair 
game"  to  petty  thieves  and  opportLmisi 
villains,  who  may  argue  that  an  un- 
secured back  window  was  tantamount 
to  a  free  offer  of  the  goods  stored  m  the 
rear  of  the  premises. 

Doors  are  the  normal  entrance  route 
with  a  shop  whether  from  the  front,  back 
or  fire  escape  on  the  roof.  But  windows 
generally  are  physically  the  weakest 
means  of  access.  Thieves  do  not  like 
having  to  go  through  the  jagged  broken 
glass  of  panes  they  have  broken  so  will 
often  try  to  force  a  window  before  going 
through  it,  usually  breaking  glass.  Bars, 
grilles,  armoured  or  other  special  glass. 


film  and  double  glazing  are  sound  ways 
of  overcoming  the  fundamental  weak- 
ness. But  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  secure 
that  lavatory  window  need  to  be  quite 
different  from  those  needed  to  secure  the 
shop  front. 

The  strength  of  a  door's  mounting  and 
frame  are  as  important  as  the  locks.  If 
prices  are  cut  dramatically  so  will  be  the 
standard  of  security.  Is  it  worth  saving 
a  couple  of  pounds  in  a  lock,  when  the 
break-in  which  could  result  from  the 
inferior  item  could  cost  thousands? 
British  standards  are  a  good  guide. 

Fire  regulations  may  appear  to  conflict 
with  security  requirements — proper 
means  of  escape  can  be  too  easily  trans- 
lated into  illegal  means  of  entry.  It  is 
essential  to  co-ordinate  the  fire  and 
security  advisers  at  an  early  stage. 

An  effective  alarm  system  can  reduce 
the  level  of  physical  protection  required 
in  a  shop  and  so  a  more  cost-effective 
solution  is  provided  for  the  security 
problem.  But  security  is  essentially  a  state 
of  mind — it  is  built  up  in  the  confidence 
of  people  who  are  subject  to  attack.  If 
the  means  they  are  using  are  well  under- 
stood and  felt  to  be  effective,  then  they 
will  use  them  and  they  stand  a  good 
chance  of  being  safe.  If,  however,  one 
has  an  alarm  system  which  is  subject  to 
false  alarms  then  the  shop  manager,  the 
police  and  everyone  else  will  get  fed  up 
and  lose  confidence  in  the  whole  opera- 
tion. It  is  essential  that  the  person  paying 
for  this  security  of  mind,  should  get 
proper  value.

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Security 

SHOPLIFTING 
CONTROL 


by  P.  H.  Jones,  group  security  controll 
The  object  of  any  normal  business  is  to 
make  a  profit  and  the  role  of  security, 
in  either  a  professional  form  or  other- 
wise, must  be  to  contribute  to  that  profit- 
ability. Security  has  been  defined  as: 
"The  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
assets  of  an  undertaking  from  loss 
occasioned  by  criminal  activity,  fire, 
damage  and  other  forms  of  waste" 
indicating  a  wider  application  than  that 
expected  of  our  predecessors. 

Assuming  that  management  is  pre- 
pared to  admit  they  have  a  loss  problem, 
there  are  certain  routine  steps  which 
should  be  taken  to  control  loss.  The  first 
should  be  to  acquire  a  security  specialist 
whose  primary  functions  will  be  to  list 
and  review  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
risk,  to  eliminate  or  reduce  the  risks  by 
procedural,  organisational  or  administra- 
tive means,  and  then  to  reduce  the 
remaining  risks  by  technical  security. 
The  specialist  must  be  an  integral  part 
of  the  management  team  since  security 
is  a  function  of  management  and  can 
be  fully  effective  only  if  exercised  as 
such. 

The  two  basic  principles  are  that 
security  must  be  commensurate  with  the 
threat,  and  that  one  measure  will  not 
give  good  security;  it  is  the  sum  of  all 
practicable  measures.  The  complete 
application  must  be  cost  effective. 

Do  things  properly 

Good  security  depends,  in  the  final 
analysis,  on  taking  the  trouble  to  do 
things  properly.  It  need  not  be  expensive 
if  the  trouble  is  taken  to  build  it  into 
premises,  layouts  and  procedures.  Bad 
security  will  always  be  expensive  and 
under  certain  circumstances,  ruinous. 
The  success  or  otherwise  of  the  security 
function  is  judged  by  the  wastage  ex- 
pressed as  a  percentage  of  turnover.  To 
isolate  loss  the  results  should  be  broken 
down  to  the  smallest  possible  units. 

The  common  origins  of  loss  are  accept- 
ed to  be  the'ft  by  customer,  theft  by  staff, 
documentary  and  clerical  errors  and 
omissions,  burglary.  The  first  two  involve 
the  person  responsible  by-passing  the 
point  of  sale,  whereas  staff  theft  and 
documentary  errors  together  can  refer  to 
the  incorrect  recording  of  a  transaction 
either  before  or  during  the  sale,  indicat- 
ing the  primary  area  for  security  atten- 
tion must  be  the  sales  floor  and  more 
specifically  the  point  of  sale. 

What  is  commonly  known  as  shoplift- 
ing is  not  considered  by  those  responsible 
as  criminal  in  the  same  way  as  other 
crimes  but  it  is  theft.  The  prime  task  of 
security  is  to  deter,  brought  about  by 
training  and  general  security  awareness. 
To  prevent  premises  being  known  to 


er,  Army  &  Navy  stores 
criminals  as  an  "easy  touch",  deterrents 
should  be  created  by  adequate  staffing 
and  careful  consideration  of  layout.  For 
staff,  security  procedures  must  comm- 
ence at  recruitment  when  all  references 
and  gaps  in  employment  history  should 
be  checked. 

The  preventive  measures  mentioned 
are  all  achieved  without  the  use  of 
special  equipment,  emphasising  that  the 
basis  of  retail  security  stems  not  from  the 
provision  of  technical  equipment  but  in 
the  effective  management  and  in  the  crea- 
tion of  correct  attitudes  among  all  staff.

Aids  for  theft  prevention

Any  storekeeper,  manager  or  security 
officer,  with  such  an  important  role  to 
play  in  fighting  inflation  and  the  erosion 
of  profits,  is  entitled  to  any  security 
system  which  can  be  economically  justi- 
fied. We  should  be  just  as  surprised,  and 
disturbed,  to  find  retail  management 
without  the  available  electronic  and  other 
aids  as  we  would  to  find  policeman,  clerk 
or  secretary  without  the  modern  tools 
of  their  trade. 

When  selecting  a  security  aid,  "Will 
it  increase  the  net  profit?",  is  the  final 
question  to  be  answered.  To  answer  it, 
however,  requires  a  number  of  con- 
siderations. Will  it:  increase  or  decrease 
sales  and  staff  costs?;  make  staff  more 
effective?;  improve  management  con- 
trol?; prevent  theft?;  protect  staff? 
Consider  some  of  the  available  aids: 
Chains:  Allow  the  customer  to  handle 
the  goods.  Only  selected  staff  will  have 
the  key  and  a  determined  thief  will  need 
heavy  gauge  wire  cutters  to  succeed. 
Loop  alarms:  A  cable  is  threaded 
through  the  goods  but  allows  them  to 
be  handled.  Though  easier  to  break  than 
chains  they  have  the  advantage  of  raising 
an  alarm.  And  pressure  pads  fulfil  a 
similar  purpose  under  goods  which  can- 
not be  "looped". 

Cash  carrying  systems:  The  fairly  high 
cost  of  trolleys  needs  to  be  set  against 
the  alternative  labour  cost  of  physically 
handling  the  cash.  Suitable  cases,  which 
can  be  loaded  without  being  unlocked, 
provide  a  flexible  and  inexpensive  alter- 
native without  saving  so  much  labour  or 
completely  removing  staff  from  the 
danger  area. 

Mirrors:  Ideal  for  the  blind  corner,  par- 
ticularly in  a  small  store,  and  have  some 
deterrent  effect.  One  way  glass  has  no 
deterrent  effect  but  allows  the  proprietor 
to  see  without  being  seen. 
Closed  circuit  television:   For  a  system 
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to  be  fully  effective  it  should  not  consist 
of  ordinary  cameras.  Anyone  can  see 
where  they  are  pointing.  A  specialised 
satellite  system,  provides  an  overall 
deterrent  coverage  and  allows  surveill- 
ance by  remote  control. 

For  surveillance  where  the  visual  deter- 
rent effect  is  not  so  essential  CCTV  can 
be  provided  in  a  decorative  glass  sphere 
or  cylinder  which  completely  conceals  the 
camera.  The  effectiveness  of  CCTV  is 
enhanced  by  video  tape  recording.  When 
the  thief  sees  the  evidence  it  is  normal 
to  plead  guilty.  A  specialised  use  of 
CCTV  pays  for  itself  four  or  five  times 
over  in  loss  reduction. 
Photographic  surveillance:  Can  be  highly 
effective  for  recording  incidents  of  theft 
and  fraud,  for  example  to  record  after 
hours  theft  by  cleaners,  or  by  staff  from 
offices.  Fraud  is  deterred  or  detected  by 
use  of  split  film  recording  cameras. 

However  simple  or  sophisticated  a 
security  system  may  be.  it  is  essential 
that  proper  training  is  given  to  the  staff 
who  are  likely  to  use  it;  and  proper 
explanation  given  to  those  who  may  be 
affected  by  its  use.

ARE  YOUR  STAFF 
HONEST?

Are  your  staff  honest?  Sucfi  is  tfie 
esoteric  quality  of  human  nature  that 
there  is  no  pat  answer  to  the  question. 
If  answered  with  a  "yes"  one  would  be 
accused  of  being  unrealistic.  If  with  a 
positive  "no"  one  could  reasonably  be 
taken  to  task  for  being  cynical  and  if 
"maybe"  guilty  of  vacillation. 

Whenever  moral  questions  are  posed 
there  are  no  cut  and  dried  answers. 
Dishonesty  and  honesty  cannot  be  seen 
in  terms  of  black  and  white.  The  line 
between  is  a  blurred  area.  Why?  Firstly 
moral  principles  are  imposed  culturally 
by  the  social  norms  of  society.  Nobody 
is  born  altruistic,  loyal,  honest  or  what- 
ever. The  acquisition  of  these  traits  is  a 
part  of  moral  development. 

When  staff  come  to  work  they  are  at 
various  stages  of  moral  development  and 
judgment  coloured  by  the  socio-economic 
environment  they  live  in.  The  past  ten 
years  has  seen  a  period  of  wage  restraint 
and  inflation  which  has  put  the  most 
savage  pressures  on  all  personal  budgets. 
Retailing  is  the  second  worst  paid  indus- 
try in  the  country  and  probably  the  level 
of  temptation  is  higher  than  in  any  other. 
There  are  only  two  short  steps  between 
honesty  and  dishonesty,  the  need  for 
more  money  and  opportunity  to  get  it. 

Only  two  more  questions  have  to  be 
asked.  Is  there  anyone  who  doesn't  need 
more  money?  and  does  a  particular 
business  provide  the  opportunity  to  get  it? 

If  the  inflexion  of  the  question  is 
changed  to  "Are  your  staff  honest?  the 
question  now  begs  another.  Is  someone 
else  thieving?  There  is  a  divergence  of 
opinion  and  it  is  only  fair  to  employees 
to  consider  briefly  who  has  to  shoulder 
the  major  portion  of  the  blame — staff  or 
customers?  Again  there  seems  to  be  no 
pat  answer. 

Research 

Research  earlier  in  this  decade  would 
suggest  that  15  per  cent  of  theft  in  shops 
was  by  burglars,  25  per  cent  customers 
and  60  per  cent  staff.  It  reflects  what  is 
said  by  the  security  industry,  but  more 
up-to-date  research  is  necessary  so  that 
the  sense  of  balance  and  direction  is  not 
lost  in  dealing  with  theft  in  shops. 

There  has  been  far  too  much  publicity 
on  the  shop-lifting  aspect,  causing  a  vast 
amount  of  energy  and  budget  to  be 
poured  into  catching  the  shop  lifter  to  the 
detriment  of  solving  probably  the  major 
problem,  that  of  keeping  the  staff  honest. 
It  is  not  unusual  for  example, to  find  that 
a  company  employs  store  detectives  but 
does  no  test  purchasing.  Opinion  on 
which  is  the  major  problem  will  doubtless 
be  coloured  by  the  light  of  experience. 

In  a  trade  where  high-priced  items  are 
exposed  to  the  light  -fingered,  when  a 
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shop-lifter  is  caught  the  value  of  the 
object  taken  will  be  higher.  Research 
done  within  Lodge  Services  store  detec- 
tive division  shows  for  example  that  in  a 
bookshop  the  average  theft  is  £14.62,  a 
department  store  £9.58,  a  chemist  chain 
£7.36  and  a  supermarket  £2.69.  However 
test  purchasing  shows  that  the  average 
admission  by  staff  caught  with  their 
"hand  in  the  till"  is  £139.48. 

Retailers  often  spend  four  times  as 
much  looking  for  customer  theft  than 
they  do  investigating  employee  dishon- 
esty, consequently  shoplifting  presents  a 
higher  profile.  Furthermore,  for  reasons 
best  known  to  themselves,  but  doubtless 
due  to  delicate  internal  relationships, 
retailers  prosecute  82  per  cent  of  shop- 
lifters disclosed  but  only  21  per  cent 
employee  thefts.  A  change  of  attitude  is 
gradually  occurring  however  and  not 
before  time.  More  and  more  retail 
executives  are  saying  "prosecute  and  be 
damned,  the  gloves  are  off". 

More  facts  and  less  emotion  are  needed 
in  trying  to  quantify  where  the  main 
challenge  lies.  Some  guidance  is  available 
from  the  words  of  a  speaker  from  the 
Crime  Prevention  Squad,  at  a  conference 
in  London  last  year.  The  speaker  said 
10  per  cent  of  people  are  completely 
honest — nothing  would  sway  them  from 
the  straight  and  narrow;  80  per  cent  are 
as  honest  as  the  system  under  which  they 
work  keeps  them,  and  10  per  cent  are 


dishonest.  If  the  proportion  is  correct 
then  the  size  of  the  problem  is  more 
clearly  known.  Vigilance  must  be  im- 
proved to  weed  out  the  sinister  10  per 
cent  and  that  will  be  a  continuing  life 
long  struggle. 

Deterrent  must  be  improved  to  keep 
that  important  80  per  cent  honest.  How? 
There  is  no  substitute  for  sound  com- 
pany employee  relationships.  In  psycho- 
logical terms,  often  when  an  employee 
steals  he  is  doing  something  perfectly  in 
line  with  his  own  moral  principles, 
particularly  if  he  believes  he  is  being 
exploited  as  an  employee. 

Improved  training,  in  all  its  aspects, 
is  important,  particularly  in  the  point  of 
sale  area.  Improved  use  of  cash  register 
features  is  also  important.  Executives 
often  do  not  understand  what  their  point- 
of-sale  equipment  offers  in  the  way  of 
protection.  Much  of  what  has  to  be  done 
is  often  dull  routine  work — looking  down 
audit  rolls  to  see  if  any  patterns  or 
anomalies  emerge,  asking  supervisory  staff 
to  glance  at  rolls  when  they  are  on  the 
machine  during  the  day  to  make  staff 
aware  that  management  are  "interested" 
in  what  is  being  recorded.  A  firm  set  of 
rules  for  till  procedure  is  necessary, 
clearly  understood  by  every  new  intake. 
If  it  is  written  into  the  rules  and  pro- 
cedures for  till  operation  that  test  pur- 
chasing is  employed,  the  honest  have 
nothing  to  fear,  the  80  per  cent  will  be 
held  more  steady  knowing  a  careful 
watch  is  being  kept,  and  the  problem 
10  per  cent  will  ultimately  be  pushed  out. 

Until  some  great  social  change  takes 
place  to  encourage  the  upward  path  to 
higher  morals  and  stricter  social  disci- 
pline, just  as  at  football  grounds  a  pro- 
tective screen  has  to  be  erected  between 
fans  and  players,  so  the  retail  and 
security  industry  will  have  to  try  to  stay 
one  jump  ahead.

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How  to  stop  shoplifters 


Tom  Drake  Associates  Ltd  are  offering  a 
free  guide  "How  to  stop  shoplifters"  to 
C&D  readers.  The  company  says  inde- 
pendent research  has  shown  the  average 
loss  through  shoplifting  is  2pc  of  turn- 
over, or  £550m  a  year,  and  it  is  believed 
that  main  causes  are  poorly  trained  staff 
and  management,  bad  store  layout  and 
temptations  from  self-service  displays, 
particularly  in  the  larger  store  areas. 

A'bout  one-third  of  loss  is  attributed  to 
shoplifting  by  customers,  and  the  rest  to 
staff  pilferage,  dishonest  delivery  men 
and  general  inefficiency  in  paperwork  and 
breakage  returns.  Around  80  per  cent  of 
shoplifting  is  by  amateurs  mainly  on  im- 
pulse, applying  varying  methods  such  as 
stealing  small  items  and  concealing  them 
under  the  hand  or  handkerchief.  In  some 
cases,  items  of  clothing  are  thrown  over 
the  goods  to  be  stolen.  A  woman  who 
appears  to  be  pregnant  may  not  be;  she 
may  be  concealing  belts,  eyelets  or  hooks 
to  hold  merchandise. 

Some  people  have  special  pockets  in- 
side the  lining  of  their  coats.  Others  may 
switch  price  tickets  from  low-priced 
goods  on  to  more  expensive  ones.  Em- 


ployees may  be  in  league  with  friends  or 
professional  gangs,  and  there  are  many 
places  of  concealment  such  as  handbags, 
shopping  bags,  umbrellas,  baby  carriages, 
brief  cases,  between  the  legs,  underneath 
clothes — almost  anywhere  and  almost 
anyone  may  be  suspect! 

Things  to  watch  for  which  may  bring  a 
potential  lifter  to  light,  are  overcoats 
worn  in  hot  weather,  bulky  clothing  with 
large  pockets,  loiterers  and  people  who 
do  not  concentrate  altogether  on  shop- 
ping.

National  network 
to  instal  alarms

A  question  of  who 
will  get  the 
promotions 
this  year 

During  the  first  two  months  of  1978  a 
total  of  436  promotions  were  running 
in  four  product  categories  with  which 
chemists  are  traditionally  involved: 
toiletries,  cosmetics,  hair  preparations 
and  shampoos,  and  all  medicinal  pro- 
ducts. This  total  embraces  promotions 
open  to  all  retail  outlets  as  well  as  those 
of  a  "tailored"  variety  and  shows  the 
i  chemist  what  he  is  up  against. 
I  The  monthly  statistical  service  operated 
Iby  M.S.  Surveys  and  Promotional  Ser- 
'vices  Ltd,  published  in  Merchandising 
&.  Promotional  Intelligence,  shows  no 
distinction  between  those  campaigns  run- 
ning in  pharmacies  and  those  in  the 
"drug  stores".  Neither  does  the  latest 
bulk-buying  arrangements  for  "tailored" 
promotions  and  those  open  to  all. 

It  is  increasingly  clear  that  this  is  the 
competition  which  seriously  hurts  the 
chemist  v  the  drug  store.  Such  competi- 
tion is  a  matter  of  shop-by-shop  com- 
parison because,  unlike  the  giant  mul- 
tiples with  their  own-labels  and  special 
bulk-buying  arrangements  for  "tailored" 
promotions,  no  general  statistic  can  be 
ventured. 

The  January  and  February  figures 
break  down  like  this:

This  decline  is  to  be  expected  because 
included  in  the  January  figures  were 
those  promotions  which  had  been  run- 
ning in  December  to  last  through  the 
holiday  season.  Notably  cosmetics  and 
toiletries,  together  with  hair  preparations, 
are  product  areas  being  used  by  the  drug 
stores  to  force  the  promotional  pace.  "I 
have  been  told,"  said  Clive  Hicks,  chair- 
man of  IVIannering  Advertising,  "that 
the  spectacular  growth  in  the  drug  store 
business  means  that  they  have  creamed 
off"  something  like  a  third  of  the  total 
chemist  health  and  beauty  section;  and 
what's  more,  it's  the  profitable  third.  The 
independent  chemist  is  fighting  like  crazy 
— and  will  have  to  keep  on  like  that — 
even  to  survive  in  these  important  areas." 

Optimistic  forecast 

With  a  total  of  436  promotions  run- 
ning in  the  first  two  months  of  the  year 
one  could  make  an  optimistic  forecast 
about  the  rest  of  1978.  That  figure  com- 
pares with  379  for  the  same  period  in 
1977,  representing  a  15  per  cent  advance, 
but  will  the  rest  of  the  year  be  like  that? 

On  the  whole  it  is  anticipated  that 
those  who  are  in  favour  of  promotions 
because  they  offer  an  opportunity  for 
a  special  merchandising  drive  at  point 
of  sale  will  try  to  make  1978  especially 
successful.  It  is  also  expected  that  be- 
cause of  the  probable  rise  in  disposable 
incomes  shoppers  will  have  more  cash 
available  to  spend  on  products  other 
than  absolute  necessities,  and  when  the 
manufacturers  realise  this  they  will  pro- 
mote accordingly. 

In  times  past  when  women  had  "spare 
cash"  they  might  have  tended  to  spend 
it  on  "a  new  hat"  but  the  chances  are 
that  in  1978  they  will  be  ready  to  buy 
more  cosmetics,  toiletries  and  hair  pre- 
parations. The  vital  question  is  "where 
will  they  do  the  buying?" 


Medicines  return 
campaign  in 
Ireland 

A  two-week  campaign  to  induce  the 
public  to  return  all  old  or  unwanted 
medicines  to  the  local  pharmacy  for 
destruction  is  to  be  launched  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Irish  Pharma- 
meutical  Union  in  Athlone  on  April  15- 
16.  The  "Springclean"  campaign  is  being 
mounted  by  the  Health  Education 
Bureau,  with  the  IPU,  and  will  be 
officially  launched  by  the  director  of 
the  Bureau,  Dr  Harry  Crawley. 

Specially  designed  plastic-lined  car- 
tons, for  the  deposit  of  unwanted  medi- 
cines will  be  available  in  all  pharmacies 
throughout  the  Republic  by  April  17. 
Cards  drawing  attention  to  the  campaign 
will  be  mounted  in  each  pharmacy,  in 
hospital  out-palient  departments  and  in 
health  centres. 

At  the  end  of  two  weeks,  the  bags 
will  be  collected  on  a  regional  basis  by 
the  IPU  and  transferred  to  central  de- 
pots for  analysis  and  destruction.  The 
cartons  will  remain  in  pharmacies  to 
continue  the  return  of  unwanted  medi- 
cines throughout  the  year.  "We  believe 
the  importance  of  returning  these  medi- 
cines should  not  be  seen  only  as  a  two- 
week  exercise"  says  Mr  Aidan  O'Shea, 
IPU  president. 

A  second  part  of  the  campaign  is  to 
enlighten  the  public  about  the  safe  use 
of  medicines  in  the  home.  A  specially 
prepared  brochure,  "A  guide  to  the  safe 
use  of  medicines  in  the  home",  will  be 
available  from  chemists.  Issued  by  the 
HEB,  and  the  IPU  and  sponsored  and 
produced  by  Cahill  May  Roberts,  the 
brochure  deals  in  depth  with  storage, 
usage  and  disposal  of  medicines.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

UCA  resume  conference 
after  several  years  break 


A  Northern  Ireland  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  is  to  be  held  at  the  Killyhev- 
lin  Hotel,  Enniskillen  on  the  weekend 
starting  Friday,  September  29.  The 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association  have 
decided  to  hold  a  conference  this  year 
after  a  break  of  several  years  due  to  the 
civil  disturbances. 

A  letter  had  been  sent  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  seeking  assistance  in 
giving  publicity  to  the  conference  and  at 
the  March  meeting  of  Council,  the  presi- 
dent, Mrs  C.  O'Rourke  said  she  hoped 
pharmacists  would  give  their  support. 
The  overall  charge  is  £39. 

At  the  meeting  Mr  Kerr  referred  to 
the  alterations  to  the  law  affecting  phar- 
macists brought  about  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  Part  III  of  the  Medicines  Act.  He 
considered  it  insufficient  to  send  phar- 
macists a  brief  note  about  the  changes 
and  thought  a  series  of  meetings  should 
be  held  throughout  the  province  where 
pharmacists  could  obtain  answers  on 
their  own  particular  problems.  Mr 
O'Rourke,  agreeing  with  Mr  Kerr,  said 
he  was  being  asked  for  advice.  In  parti- 
cular the  position  with  regard  to  the 
sale  of  veterinary  medicines  needs  clari- 
fication. He  suggested  that  the  education 
sub-committee  of  the  central  pharmaceu- 
tical advisory  committee  should  consider 
the  matter  and  arrange  for  talks  to  be 
given  in  Belfast  and  at  four  or  five 
centres  throughout  the  province,  if  possi- 
ble within  the  next  two  months. 

Course  on  pharmacy  finance 

The  president  announced  that  final 
arrangements  were  being  made  to  hold 
a  week-end  course  on  the  financial  basis 
of  community  pharmacy  and  the  NHS 
Drug  Tariff  from  April  7-10.  The  course 
would  be  held  in  the  Medical  Biology 
Centre,  Lisburn  Road,  commencing  at 
7  pm.  The  first  evening  would  be  devoted 
to  pharmaceutical  accounting  principles 
and  procedures.  On  Saturday  morning 
there  would  be  a  talk  on  NHS  elastic 
hosiery  dealing  with  the  types  prescrib- 
able on  NHS  prescriptions.  Drug  Tariff 
requirements  about  information  to  be  in- 
cluded on  the  prescription  by  the  pres- 
criber,  a  demonstration  of  measurement 
and  fitting  together  with  information  on 
the  role  of  the  pharmacist  in  giving  an 
efficient  service  and  good  advice  on 
hosiery  maintenance.  Prescription  en- 
dorsement and  payment  would  also  be 
dealt  with. 

Saturday  afternoon  there  would  be  a 
discussion  on  the  work  undertaken  dur- 
ing private  study  and  the  production  of  a 
profit  and  loss  account  for  the  proprietor- 
operated  pharmacy;  an  introduction  to 


financial  control — inflation,  economic 
indicators  and  trends  would  follow.  The 
formal  session  for  the  day  would  end  at 
5.30  pm  and  those  in  attendance  would 
undertake  private  or  group  studies  in  the 
evening.  On  Sunday  morning  the  topic 
would  be  the  Drug  Tariff  and  NHS 
economics  in  Northern  Ireland.  The 
Drug  Tariff  appliances  would  be  con- 
tinued in  the  afternoon  session  and 
would  be  followed  by  consideration  of 
the  general  financial  implications  of  pro- 
prietorship and  the  limitations  of  tradi- 
tional financial  accounts.  The  course 
would  end  at  about  5  pm.  Lecturers 
would  be  Dr  T.  G.  Booth  and  Dr  I.  F. 
Jones,  pharmacy  practice  research  unit, 
postgraduate  school  of  studies  in  phar- 
macy. University  of  Bradford,  Mr 
R.  G.  P.  McMullan,  pharmaceutical 
officer.  Central  Services  Agency  and  Mr 
T.  Slattery,  international  training 
manager,  Scholl  (UK)  Ltd. 

Borderline  substances 

It  was  reported  that  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Borderline  substances  had 
made  further  changes  in  their  recom- 
mended list  of  borderline  substances. 
Under  dietary  products,  drugs,  page  1, 
column  3,  under  the  heading  gluten-free 
products,  Rite  Diet  add  "(new  flavour — 
cheese)"  immediately  after  "sweet  (with- 
out chocolate)  and  savoury"  and  under 
topical  preparations,  drugs,  page  2, 
column  3,  under  covering  creams  amend 
"Covermark  covering  cream"  to  read 
"Covermark  masking  cream".  The  presi- 
dent stated  that  the  first  amendment  did 
not  represent  a  change  in  recommenda- 
tion, but  a  clarification  that  the  cheese 
flavoured  biscuit  is  recommended  in  the 
same  way  as  the  plain  savoury  biscuit 
which  it  replaces.  The  second  amend- 
ment was  merely  a  clarification  that  only 
the  masking  cream  from  the  Covermark 
range  is  recommended. 

The  secretary,  Mr  Gorman,  said  that 
Professor  Malcolm  Rowland,  department 
of  pharmacy,  Manchester  University, 
had  accepted  an  invitation  to  address  the 
joint  meeting  of  the  Society  and  the 
Northern  Ireland  Faculty,  Royal  College 
of  General  Practitioners,  to  be  held  in 
the  Society's  lecture  hall  on  April  6. 

A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Nigeria  was  read  expressing 
thanks  for  the  donation  made  to  the 
Nigerian  Society's  building  fund  which 
now  totalled  more  than  N72,000.  The 
president  said  that  Mr  Robert  Thomp- 
son, a  member  of  the  Society  who 
worked  in  a  missionary  hospital  in 
Nigeria,  had  attended  the  Nigerian 
Society's  conference  to  mark  its  golden 
jubilee  and  handed  over  the  donation. 


Prosecutions  and 
fines  in  Ireland 
follow  inspections 

Prosecutions  following  visits  by  inspec- 
tors of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  resulted  in  fines  for  the  defen- 
dants. J.  F.  Gilna  &  Co  Ltd,  Bally-bough 
Road,  Dublin,  pleaded  guilty  to  two 
summonses  under  the  Medical  Prepara- 
tions (Control  of  Sale)  Regulations  1966 
and  were  fined  £5  on  each  with  £62.50 
costs  and  expenses.  When  the  inspector 
called  there  was  no  qualified  person  in 
attendance. 

Mr  Eugene  McGrath,  a  veterinary 
surgeon  of  Tralee,  co  Kerry  admitted 
five  offences  for  the  sale  of  a  veterinary 
preparation  containing  a  part  1  poison. 
He  was  fined  £3  for  each  offence  and 
£40  costs.  The  Society's  inspector  visited 
Castlemahon  Co-operative  Poultry  Pro- 
ducts Ltd,  Newcastle  West,  co  Limerick, 
and  purchased  an  arsenical  preparation 
which  led  to  the  company  pleading 
guilty  to  fair  summonses.  Fines  totalling  , 
£20  were  imposed  with  £30  costs. 

Shoppers"  World  (John  and  Catherine 
Fogarty)  pleaded  guilty  to  three  sum- 
monses arising  from  the  sale  of  medi- 
cines containing  a  scheduled  poison  to 
the  Society's  inspector,  Mr  P.  Cummins, 
at  Donaghmede  shopping  centre  on  Sep- 
tember 8.  Fines  of  £24  were  imposed 
with  costs  and  expenses  of  £36.89. 

Mr  Paul  Hennigan  was  prosecuted  for 
keeping  open  a  shop  at  62  Dominick 
Street,  Galway,  without  a  pharmacist  to 
manage  it  contrary  to  Section  30  of  the 
Pharmacy  (Ireland)  Act  1875.  The 
offence  was  admitted  and  the  Justice 
convicted  Mr  Hennigan  and  applied  the 
Probation  Act.  Costs  of  £25.69  were 
awarded  to  the  society. 

Mrs  Mary  J.  Salmon,  The  Square, 
Kilcock,  Co  Kildare,  was  fined  £1  and 
£20  costs  after  admitting  an  offence 
under  Article  5  of  the  Medical  Prepara- 
tions (Control  of  Sale)  Regulations  1966 
of  selling  a  diphenhydramine  hydro- 
chloride preparation  illegally. 

Need  for  better 
dental  education 

The  most  effective  way  to  combat  dental 
disease  is  by  prevention  and  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole  still  needs  to  be 
educated  in  its  attitude  towards  dental 
health,  believes  Professor  M.  N.  Naylor, 
department  of  periodontology  and  pre-  i 
ventive  dentistry,  Guy's  Hospital  Medical 
School,  London. 

Giving  this  year's  medal  lecture  of  the 
Society  of  Cosmetic  Chemists,  he  said 
that  only  41  per  cent  of  the  UK  popu- 
lation sought  regular  dental  care  and  31 
per  cent  of  people  over  the  age  of  16 
no  longer  had  their  own  teeth.  British 
families  purchased  only  half  the  amount 
of  toothpaste  compared  to  American 
families  whilst  a  surprisingly  high  pro- 
portion apparently  never  owned  a  tooth- 
brush at  all.  i 
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Pharmacists'  major  role 
in  medicines  campaign 


Pharmacists  are  likely  to  play  a  major 
part  in  the  "Respect  for  medicines"  cam- 
paign to  take  place  this  autumn. 

Details  of  the  campaign  are  still  being 
discussed  by  representatives  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  Health  Education 
Council  and  Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain.  The  aim  will  be  to  advise 
the  public  on  the  correct  use  and  storage 
of  medicines.  These  facts  are  disclosed 
in  the  Society's  Council's  final  report, 
issued  last  week,  on  resolutions  passed 
at  the  1977  branch  representatives  meet- 
ing. The  BRM  passed  a  resolution  call- 
ing for  Council  to  exert  maximum  pres- 
sure on  the  HEC  to  make  full  use  of  the 
training,  expertise  and  availabihty  of 
pharmacists  in  its  campaigns. 

The  "Respect  for  medicines"  campaign 
was  originally  planned  for  this  month 
but  an  HEC  spokesman  told  C&D  that 
it  will  now  take  place  in  the  autumn. 

Other  points  covered  by  the  Council's 
final  report  on  the  BRM  include:

Committee  discussed  a  resolution  calling 
for  manufacturers  to  give  more  specific 
details  of  dosages  on  their  products.  The 
Committee  considered  that  some  of  the 
present  inconsistencies  would  be  removed 
during  the  review  carried  out  by  the 
Committee  for  the  Review  of  Medicines.

An  ambitious  action  programme  to  im- 
prove the  "quality  of  life"  in  factories 
and  other  places  of  work  has  been  pro- 
posed by  the  European  Communities 
Commission  and  is  now  before  the  Coun- 
cil of  Ministers.  In  particular  the  plans 
provide  for  reinforced  safety  regulations, 
increased  health  protection  and  intensive 
hygiene  measures  which  will  be  needed  if 
the  workforce  is  to  get  the  working  en- 
vironment it  deserves.  Workers  as  well 
as  management  will  be  closely  associated 
with  the  programme. 

The  more  progressive  firms  in  the 
Community  are  already  safety  conscious 
and  no  member  country  is  without  its 
factory  inspectors;  but  some  industries, 
and  even  some  countries,  are  more  con- 
scientious than  others,  and  laws  to  pro- 
tect workers  from  health  hazards  are  by 
no  means  uniform.  For  instance,  no 
common  agreement  has  been  reached 
within  the  EEC  as  to  what  should  be 
considered  as  an  accident,  or  an  illness 
or  disability  due  to  work  and  reported  as

speaking  due  to  occupational  hazards, 
should  be  taken  into  account. 

As  well  as  clarification  of  such  mat- 
ters, the  Commission  has  a  number  of 
planned  campaigns  which  can  be  launch- 
ed immediately.  Among  them,  is  the 
handling,  packing,  storage,  transport  and 
use  of  dangerous  substances.  Some  pro- 
gress has  already  been  made  towards 
agreeing  which  substances  are  dangerous 
and  how  they  should  be  labelled.  Studies 
have  also  been  made  of  a  limited  number 
of  substances  such  as  vinyl  chloride 
monomer,  asbestos,  lead,  mercury  and 
carbon  monoxide,  but  more  work  is  need- 
ed on  other  items  such  as  arsenic,  chro- 
mium, iron  oxides,  ozone,  vegetable  dusts 
and  biological  pollutants. 

Standards  need  to  be  established  for 
protective  clothing,  maximum  permitted 
working  hours  and  medical  care.  The 
Commission's  view  is  that  "occupational 
medicine"  should  include  more  than 
emergency  treatment  and  health  inspec- 
tion: it  should  extend  to  research  and  the 
placement  of  workers  in  jobs  to  which 
they  are  physically  and  mentally  suited.

Bicarb  dearer 

London,  MarcK  29:  In  a  week  largely 
taken  up  by  the  Easter  holidays  there 
was  little  change  in  the  volume  of 
orders  received  or  in  price  movements 
of  the  commodities. 

As  forecast  earlier  (February  18), 
sodium  bicarbonate  BP  moves  up  by 
£7.50  metric  ton  at  the  beginning  of 
April. 

A  number  of  spices  were  lower  for 
shipment  including  Cochin  ginger  on 
expectation  of  a  good  new  crop  and 
Ceylon  cinnamon  quills.
